It is feen that fhe has a mind, as well asa 
form : her capacity for intelleétual improve- 
ments and her right, in common with that 
of the other fex, to a participation of intel- 
le€tual enjoyments are freely acknowledged.

ful objeéts of female education, both in re- 
gard to individual happinefs and the interefts 
of the public, is worthy of difcufhion. 
Whether the fexes be equal or unequal, in 
mental powers, it is evident that their def- 
tinations are different. The female form, 
while it is more graceful than that of the oth- 
er fex, is inferior in point of ftrength ; and, 
confequently, is lefs adapted to the rugged 
and perilous occupations and boifterous 
fcenes of hfe. Female children are com- 
monly lefs roving in their difpofiions, and 
lefs turbulent and obflinate in their tempers ; 
—they are more docile and more domeflic, 
than thofe of the o:her fex. Hence it plain- 
ly appears to be the ordination of nature, 
that women fhould be employed chiefly in 
the various bufinefs of the domeflic kind.— 
And, as the defigns of nature are never 
thwarted with impunity, thofe women, who, 








the manners of men, are punifhed for this 
ufurpation, by the lofs of their attraétions. 

«« They roughen to the sense, and all 
The winning softness of their sex is lost.” 
The {peétacle of a Hercules, plying at a 
diflaff, or of a venerable judge, taking his 
feat, in a female difhabille, would fearcely 
be more abfurd and ridiculous, than that of 
a woman, who fhould aficé& the airs, the 
manners and the peculiar purfuits of the oth- 
er fex. Now, as the bufinefs of education 
is not to thwart, but to aflift the defigns ot 
nature, it is plain that the general fcheme of 
female inftruétion fhould be appropriate to 
the female charaéter and {phere of a€tion.— 
A zealous advocate for the rights of women, 
who is accuitomed to follow theory, rather 
than the track of nature, might alledge, that, 
as their capacities are competent to the pro- 
foundeft inveitigations and difquifitions on 
learned fubjeéts, any limitation to their fei- 
entific purfuits is an arbitrary abridgement 
ot thofe intelle€tual privileges and enjoy- 
ments, wich they ought to poflefs, in com- 
mon with men.

Le Clerc, flush- 
ed with success passed several edicts, which bore hard 
on the blacks, and convinced many of them that they 
would be obliged to return to slavery, while this dis- 
turbed their troubled minds, they saw, contrary to all 
good faith, their beloved chief seized, put in irons, sent 
on ship board and conveyed no one of them knew 
whither, added to this, all the towns in the possession 
of the French, were like Esop’s Sick Lion’s Den, 
where the prints of many feet were seen going in ; but 
none of those returning, or in other words, many, very 
many of the unsuspicious blacks, when they entered 
the towns on business or other occasions, were seized 
and soon hung, shot or in some other way destroyed, 
this alarmed those that Were in the country, amd they 
were convinced that it was better to die with arms in 


their hands, than trust to the faith of the French gen- 
eral.

Among those thus taken and executed, were seen 
many marks of the most undaunted courage, contempt 
of death, and aversion to their executioners. One gen- 
tleman tells us, that hearing of their undaunted behav- 
iour, he was mduced to attend seme of the executions, 
at one of them, five fellows were ordered to be shot, on 
the way they struck up adance, sang and drank, as if 
they were going on a party of pleasure ; when they came 
to the line that was drawn for them, they moved to it 
with a bold, undaunted step, kneeled down, stretched 
their bodies and head erect, and cred fire away, you 
murdering wretches. Another day, our informant 





went to see an old negro hung, when he came to the 
ground, he looked up, and said to the officer of the 
guard : so, captain, you have honoured me with anew

jerked away his head, and said, damn you, don’t choak 
me before my time. Previous to the fatal moment, he 


| chattered to those around him with as much seeming 


SANG FROID as any ofthe spectators. When he was 
ordered, he mounted the ladder, said it would be soon 
over, leaned so as to shorten the length of the rope,and 
when he saw it made fast, threw himself off the lad- 


into the river. 


In August last, the blacks after having lain by for 
some time, seeing nothing but death or slavery before 
them, and finding the fever had so thinned the ranks of 


the Europeans, that they would have a chance, if not | 


of gaining their liberty, of gratifying their revenge, and 
die like men and not like dogs, once more flew to their

MELANCHOLY EFFECTS OF SEAVERY. 

This morning, about 8 o’clock, a melan- 
choly inftance of the effects of flavery, was 
witneffed. A Negro Man, belonging to a 
Frenchman in Trenton, was, under the au- 
thority of the Mayor of that place, taken in 
charge by a conftable to be delivered at New- 
Caftle, where a veffel was ready to convey 
him, his wife and child (and probably many 
others) to St. Domingo. The conftable, ne- 
groes, and a French gentleman who appear- 
ed to a&t as fuperintendant, arrived in town 
this day morning about 4 o'clock, flopped at 
the houfe of Mr. P. Howell, Inn-keeper, in 
od ftreet, and about 8 o'clock, when they 
were apparently ready to depart for New- 
Caftle, the woman and child abfconded, and 
the man on being ordered into the carriage, 
turned about, walked afew fleps, and with 
a pruning-knite, which feemed prepared for 
the purpofe, cut his throat in fo fhocking a 
manner, that he expired in a tew minutes af- 
ter on the pavement. A Cororer’s inquet 
was immediately held—and a verdiét given, 
| viz. ** Suicide, occafioned by the dread of 
Slavery,”’ to which the deceafed knew him- 
felf devoted.
